Steel Waits 
on Revival 
Wage Control

Washington, Feb. 13 —(UP) — 


The end of Ihe nalionwide steel 
strike apparently 'waited today on 
President Truman's decision in an 
administration dispute over wheth- 
er lo revive strict \Vage controls.

The entire problem was com- 


plicated, however, by the fact that 
some administration leaders want- 
ed to revive strict wage controls in 
the pattern of the wartime little 
steel formula.

The Old Curmudgeon is Secre- 
tary of Interior Harold L. Ickes. Ho

been seen around here. 


The immediate result was grow- 
ng doubt that the Senate would go 
along with the president and okay 
lis controversial choice of Pauley 
for the navy post. It was Ickes' 
differences with Mr. Truman over 
Pauley's qualifications that led the 
Old Curmudgeon to resign in
